700,000,000 war tax bill, which Is UP 
for final action today in the House, 
"catches" almost everybody from the 
cradle to the srrave and for good 
measures, levies a few new taxes on 
the heirs. 
The "baby's first dash of talcum 
powder" will, under the two per cent 
manufacturer's tax on cosmetics, help 
Uncle Sam carry on the war, and 
after death the federal collectors will 
be on hand to get the Inheritance 
tax, an advance on the present rate 
of from one per cent on $50,000 to 
ten per cent on $1,000,000. Between 
birth and death, most of man's activ- 
ities \tould be taxed, voting a pioxy 
at a meeting of a cemetery associa- 
tion being one of the few specifically 
exempted. 


Those who have profited most by 


the war, the recipients of enormous 
excess war profits, will pay the most 
to help carry it on. Almost half the 
total amount of the bill, or about 
11,110,000,000 Is to be collected from 
them.
